THREE MEN KILLED. 
Tientsin, Ist Juno. * 

‘This community has beon much excited 
for tho past few days by tho great nuraber of 
rumours that have beon in circulation since 
tho commencent of the rebuilding of the 
‘Catholic cathedral, which was destroyed at 
tho time of the.

If * ridiculous and ‘ex-, 
cessive’ can be applied to tho troatment 
meted out to the passengers and crew of the 
E:press of Chine, Lam sure you will admit 
that much stronger language can be applied 
to the treatment we of the steamship 
Radnorshire wore subjected to in Now 
York, constituting os 1t does nothing short 
of an outrage on hununity. an 

On arriving at the quarantine ground, 
New York harbour, at. 1 p.m. on February 
26th last, after « passage of 60 days from 
Japan, via Shanghai, ..Hongkofig, and 
Singapore, 1 was informed by the boarding 
officer that as wa had come from the 
«astern World’ (rather s largo order) the 
ship ond people would heve to be put 
through a process of fumigation on account 
of bubonic plague being rife in that part of 
the world, 

As you may easily believe, this aatonished 
me not alittle, seeing that I had been no 
nearer to the infected district (Bombay) 
than cight or nine hundred miles by sca, 
but I had cause to be further astonished 
lateron. This is what occurred, and if for 
callous inhumanity it has ever been beaten 
by quarantine officials anywhera I should 
Like to hear of it. ‘ 

By instructions, the vessel was anchored 
ina place covered both by tho oye of the 
quarantine officials aud the guns of ‘Uncle 
Sam,’ and all communication whatever 
forbidden. The bedding, bed clothing. 
linen, and overy particle of clothing was 
tied up in bundles (and when I say ‘ every’ 
T am speaking literally) and chucked into 
boiler and ‘put under steam ; after which 5 
wet suit was passed to eacs person and the 
dry suits had to be taken off and put 
through the same procesdé..\This with tho 
thermometor. standing at S2deg. Fahren- 
heit! The native crew had to got out and 
have a hot bath in a tug-boat alongside, and 
then get into wet clothing afterwards and 
stand about the decks in the piercing cold, 
aa it jimpossiblo to enter the cabins, 
berthe, forecaatle, or stokehold, which were 
being fumigated by burning sulphur in them 
for some time, so that they!.were rendered 
uninhabitable for 12 hours. 

At 5 p.m.-.all bedding and clothing was 
returned on board ins wet condition, and
